OF  THE  MALTON  AND  NORTON  RURAL 
DISTRICT  COUNCILS. 


GENTLEMEN , 

It  is  my  duty  to  lay  before  you  the  Report  for 
the  year  1894. 

From  the  circumstance  that  under  the  Local 
Government  Act  of  1894  the  one  district  has  be¬ 
come  two,  it  is  necessary  for  me  to  write  two 
separate  reports,  or  one  only,  with  means  of  dis¬ 
tinguishing  the  facts  relating  to  each  district.  The 
latter  course  is  adopted. 

The  total  area  under  the  Malton  Rural  District 
Council  is  43,330  Acres,  with  a  population  of  6,600; 
and  under  the  Norton  Rural  District  Council 
60,040  Acres  with  a  population  of  5,922. 


The  Births  during  the  year  number  333 — a  rate 
of  26^59  per  mille.  Of  these  179  occurred  in  the 


Malton  District— 86  Males  and  93  Females  ;  and 
154  in  the  Norton  District— 71  Males  and  83 
Females. 


During  the  same  period  the  Deaths  of  104 
persons  have  been  recorded  in  the  Malton  District, 
and  only  64  in  the  Norton  District,  giving  rates 
of  15*7  and  1  °‘8  respectively.  I  his  distribution  is 
very  unequal,  and  I  am  at  a  loss  to  account  for 
it.  I  here  is,  however,  no  infectious  disease  to 
explain  it,  as  the  following  tables  show  : —

It  will  be  noticed  with  satisfaction  that  the 
mortality  is  lower  than  for  some  years  past,  the 
rate  for  the  two  districts  combined  being  1 3 *4 
against  17*3  in  93,  and  15*2  in  92. 

I  he  zymotic  death-rate  is  less  than  1  per  mille. 
This  includes  deaths  from  diseases  which  are  not 
in  the  Notification  Act.  The  Phthisis  mortality  is 
heavier  than  usual.  Under  the  above  Act  32 
cases  only  have  been  reported  against  1 13  in  93,  and 
55  in  92.  I  hey  have  been  mostly  isolated  attacks. 

Measles  has  invaded  several  villages  with  the 
usual  result  that  most  susceptible  individuals  have 
been  attacked,  and  then  only  has  the  disease  dis¬ 
appeared.  It  is  in  connection  with  Measles  that 
the  question  of  School  closure  most  frequently 
arises,  and  what  generally  happens  is  that  the 
School  is  kept  going  until  the  attendance  is  very 
poor,  and  then,  in  order  that  the  grant  may  not 
be  affected  I  am  asked  for  a  recommendation  to 
close  it.  Against  any  earlier  closure  is  urged 
among  other  objections,  that  infection  may  be  easily

spread  when  the  children  are  playing  in  the  street. 

I  do  not  believe  that  this  is  so,  and  in  one  village 
where  there  is  no  school,  there  was  no  spread  be¬ 
yond  the  first  family. 

Two  outbreaks  of  suspected  Anthrax  have  oc¬ 
curred  during  the  year  ;  one  at  Rillington,  in  the 
Norton  District,  and  one  at  North  Ings,  Sheriff 
Hutton,  in  the  Malton  District.  Now  it  was  shown 
by  Dr.  Klein  that  the  first  was  not  Anthrax  at  all  ; 
whilst  the  other  was  affirmed  by  the  “Veterinary 
Officers  ”  of  the  Board  of  Agriculture, 

Unhappily  before  Dr.  Klein’s  report,  considerable 
injury  had  been  inflicted  on  the  unfortunate  farmer, 
and  l  would  venture  to  suggest  that  it  is  eminently 
desirable  that  material  should  invariably  be  sub¬ 
mitted  by  the  County  Council,  or  by  the  Board  of 
Agriculture  to  some  well-known  Bacteriologist  for  a 
trustworthy  opinion,  before  any  statement  is  made 
by  the  Veterinary  Inspectors. 

This  proceeding  is  adopted  by  the  Local  Govern¬ 
ment  Board  for  Cholera  and  Diphtheria  in  man. 

In  August  the  Sanitary  Committee  instructed  me 
to  investigate  a  case  of  alleged  overcrowding  at 
Terrington;  and  it  undoubtedly  existed  in  an  aggra¬ 
vated  form.  The  man,  his  wife,  and  eight  children, 
slept  in  a  room  containing  769  cubic  feet,  with  very 
poor  ventilation.  The  children  were  short,  small, 
and  had  the  pallid  appearance  which  is  rather 
characteristic  of  dwellers  in  large  towns. 

For  somewhat  peculiar  reasons  a  larger  cottage 
which  was  empty  could  not  be  obtained. 

It  seems  incredible  that  people  living  in  the 
country  cannot  have  a  due  allowance  of  fresh  air, 
yet  this  is  not  the  only  anomaly,  for  one  finds  not  un- 
frequently  that  milk  cannot  be  obtained,  the  cottager 
with  a  cow  giving  it  to  pigs  in  preference  to  selling 
it  to  his  neighbours.  I  suppose  it  pays  better.

In  the  report  for  1893  reference  was  made  to  the 
Water  Supply  of  Rillington — that  it  was  unsatis¬ 
factory,  and  that  other  sources  were,  available. 
1  hese  have  since  been  examined  by  Mr.  Richardson 
at  the  direction  of  the  Authority,  and  his  report 
will  show  that  very  good  water  can  ,be  obtained. 

In  the  North  Riding,  Slingsby  is  in  the  same,  or 
a  worse  plight,  analysis  having  demonstrated  ex¬ 
cessive  pollution  of  most  of  the  wells.  Unfortun¬ 
ately,  a  voluntary  scheme,  emanating  from  the 
Castle  Howard  Estate  Office,  was  not  universally 
agreed  to,  and  the  question  has  been  taken  up  by 
the  Authority,  but  where  the  water  is  to  come  from 
is  still  undecided. 

Brawby  and  Butterwick,  according  to  the  report 
of  Dr.  Bruce  Low,  who  investigated  the  outbreak 
of  Typhoid  Fever  in  the  Rye  Valley  in  1893,  should 
also  have  a  supply  of  pure  water  ;  and  the  upper 
Board  has  since  enquired  what  has  been  done  in  the 
matter,  but  I  do  not  know  where  water  can  be  found. 

It  may  be  remembered  that  a  special  committee 
visited  I  errington  in  consequence  of  complaints 
concerning  a  part  of  the  village.  The  committee 
extended  its  range,  and  decided  that  the  whole 
should  be  redrained.  A  plan  to  this  end  has  been 
drawn  up  by  Mr.  Richardson,  and  includes  arrange¬ 
ments  for  a  filter  bed. 

All  these  schemes  meet  with  considerable  opposi¬ 
tion  from  the  inhabitants,  or  their  representatives. 

Appended  are  the  Inspector  s  report,  and  Climato¬ 
logical  record  kindly  supplied  by  Mr.  Spiegelhalter.
